site integrity and capnrity to conduct their own party af- 
fairs, and so wart driven to the selerting of an honest, ca- 
pable, Sound Money Democratic referee. Yet from that 
viewpoint we can't reconcile the siiti-'C(niciit appointment 
of a number i)f those unworthy Kepiitilii ans to responsi- 
ble positions where a high order of capacity and probity 
was requisite. 

We argue that, being worthy of such positions, they 
must be capable and saitable to manage the state party 
independently of the cuonael and directiona of Demo- 
cratic authority. 

This experiment of the Administration is a dismal fail- 
ure, but it seems imposaible to impress conviction thereof.
